Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 15.—From the _ best 
authority in railroad circles comes the 
declaration that the railroads are plan- 
ning: to-do what James J. Hill said 


would have to be done, raise freight 
rates. 

In Chicago conferences are being held 
between the highest traffic men of both 
eastern and western roads, with a view 
to eliminating hundreds of rates which 
are known as ‘“‘commodity rates’’ and-to 
compel shippers to submit to the classi- 
fication rates which are substantially 
higher. 

Theepreliminary work is being done by 
committees representing both 
of the country, and the exact magnitude 
of the increase of the-general move for 
more revenue will not be Known until 
the committee makes their report. 

“We used the money,’’ is the excuse 
put forward for a general increase in 
rates. The alarm felt in Wall] Street 
and among the stockholders and direc- 
tors of all railroads over the increasing 
difficulty in obtaining money with 
which to make needed improvements, 
build extensions and provide equipment 
is another cause. 

It was said this morning that $1,800,- 
OHO. 000 had heen appropriated by the rail- 
roads for these purposes, but that it 
was impossible to float the securities in 
any of the money markets of the world. 

The preliminary work is being done 
by joint committees appointed by the 
Western Trunk Line Committee and by 
the Central Freight Association. These 
committees are going through the com- 
modity rate carefully and are determin- 
ing which shal] be increased.

Pittsburg Woman Testifies She 
Saw Husband Bathing With 
Another.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 15.—In the di- 
voree suit of Mrs. Claudia Geer Van 
Pelt against her husband, Arthur Cat- 
tel Van Pelt, she charged him with in- 
fidelity. The evidence against Van Pelt 
Was procured by his wife and her 
friends by the use of a telescope, it be- 
ing alleged that, from a distance of 13 
fect, they watched him go in swimming 
with Mrs. N. R. Lewis, in the Onio 
River. otf Neville Island. All of the 
persons concerned are prominent’ in 
bellevue society. 

According to the testimony, the sandy 
beach along the north shore of Neville 
Island has been the scene of many in- 
formal little bathing parties.

I don’t think that any 
‘Terminal Association railroad has any 
interest or knowledge of this proposed 
new belt line, and I know, as a rail- 
road man, that the terminals, if built, 
would not pay interest on the cost of 
construction.” 

Other railroad expressed prac- 
tically the same views. None of them 
was inclined to look upon the proposed 
new terminals as a serious proposition. 
They thought some promoters were 
probably trying to take advantage of 
the sentiment against the Terminal As- 
sociation to get a franchise through the 
Municipal Assembly and then dispose of 
it. Recause the proposed terminals 
would cross the tracks of nearly every 
railroad entering St. Louis, the railroad 
officials thought that it would be next 
to an impossibility to build them, even if 
the capital could be had for that pur- 
pose.

WAS POISONED 


Physicians Said to Have Found 
Bichloride in Mrs. Binge’s 
Glass. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Renewed in- 
terest in the mystery surrounding the 
death of Mrs. Ida Binge, on the morn- 
ing of Wednesday, Feb. 6, was aroused 
today when it was reported that the 
chemists employed by the district at- 
torney had found traces of bichloride 
of mercury in the dregs of champagne 
in a glass from which the dying woman 
sipped shortly before her death, as well 
as in certain articles of food found in 


the sick room. 

Mrs. Binge was an invalid and had 
been operated on ten weeks before her 
death by Dr. Wm. T. Bull, the eminent 
surgeon, for cancer in eye socket. ghe 
was 62 years old and feeble. She made 
her home with Mrs. Leopold Wallau, 
her married daughter, at 68 East Eigh- 
teenth street. 

Her son-in-law, Leopold Wallau, and 
her grandson, Alexander, also resided 
there. All are wealthy and_= socially 
prominent in Hebrew activities of this 
city. 

While Mrs. Binge was lying at death’s 
door, Miss Elizabeth Devine, one of the 
two trained nurses in care of the patient, 
appeared in the office of the district 
attorney and declared she suspected 
that the sick woman was the victim of 
slow poison. She did not say whom 
she suspected of designs upon the life 
of the waoman, aor attempt to assign a 
motive for the crime, but insisted she 
was satisfied she was right and was 
driven to her action by her conscience. 

Dr. Gluck, Who had been the family 
physician on the Binge and Wallau 
household,. for upward of thirty-two 
years, while unwilling to believe that 
his patient had been poisoned, adminis- 
tered milk and albumen, the usual anti- 
dotes for bichloride of mercury poison. 
In spite of every. effort the patient ex- 
pired in great agony the following morn- 
ing. : 

One of the strange and _ perplexing 
things in connection with the case is the 
apparent absence of motive. While Mrs. 
Binge was rich, her husband, the late 
Julius Binge, of the stock brokerage firm 
of Currie & Binge, having left a large 
fortune, Leopold Wallau, her son-in-law, 
said to be a wealthy bronze importer. 
It is understood that the members of the 
family were devoted to one another. 


RUSSIAN LEADER ARRIVES. 


Alladin Thinks New Duma Will 
Not Be Formed. 


YORK, Feb. 15.—Alexis Al- 
ladin, leader of the Peasant party in 
Russia, arrived here today. He pur- 
poses touring the country lecturing in 
the cause of freedom in Russia. He 
has already been invited to speak at 
Harvard and Yale. Mr. Alladin sald 
upon his arrival today that he would 
not be surprised if the new Duma is 
never organized. “It is now too late 
to stop the progress of liberty In Rus- 
sia,” he said. “The Liberal sentiment 
is so broadcast and general that it 
will come to the front in spite of all 
Government opposition.” 
Although born a peasant, Alladin 
Studied at the University of Kazan, 
from which he was expelled for voic- 
ing Liberal opinions. He then organ- 
ized trades unions in the vicinity of 
Kazan, for which he was arrested and 
Sentenced to four vears’ imprisonment 
to be foHowed by eight years’ exilt in 
North Russia. He escaped to Ger- 
many, but returned when the Czar's 
liberation manifesto was issued. He 
was elected deputy to the Duma and 
founded the peasant and lambor party. 
He is its present leader, although pre- 
vented by the Government from being 
nominated for the second Duma.

Everywhere, the passenger meetg 
the woman conductor armed with her bag, and, ag 
Mark Twain had it, “the blue trip-slip for a fives 
cent fare,’ collecting the coins fully as Well as: her 
masculine competitor, and much more politely. Ig 
the shoe stores all the ‘“‘salesmen”™ are girls and wome 
en, and in the telegraph offices In city and country, 
young women are invariably found as operators. And 
they do their work well, too. But to offset this, In a 
Chilean hotel or boarding house, and in many resi- 
dences, men do the work of the chambermaid. Amefe 
ican ladies are always shocked to find that a Man- 
servant ‘‘takes care” of the sleeping rooms in the 
hotels of Chile. 

The women possess a beauty of their own, and In 
a social gathering at the Chilean capital one will 
see as many charming women, as wel! dressed and 
pogesessing the most perfect manners, as in any city 
of its size in the world. Posasibly one secret of their 
attractiveness and that of the children, is that they 
seem to be physically strong, and rejoice tn that best 
of blessings, radiant good health, and while the 
Chilean is of Latin stock, the women have nothing of 
the frivolity and heartlessness of the Parisian. So- 
ciety, both in the upper and lower ranks, is permeated 
by a genuine respect for woman which makes itself 
felt everywhere. : 

On the street, at the theater, in public.places, the 
spectacle of the loud-voiced, flirting young woman is 
absolutely missing, and the public conduct of the 
women of all classes is above reproach. Outrages 
against women and girl, such as shock the sensibil- 
ities of decent people itn Chicago, New York and 
other American cities, are unheard of in Chile. In 
the forenoon, the streets of Santiago are filled with 
women, who wear the ‘manta,’ the Spanish wrap 
which conceals all the person except the face. This 
picturesque garment is passing from popularity in 
Peru, but it still holds sway in Chile. Yet, on festive

INVADE EUROPE 


Tour of 4000 Miles on the Con- 
tinent Planned for Next 
Summer, 


a 


WILL INFLUENCE TRADE 


St. Louls automobilists are watching 
with much interest the movement to 
conduct a 400-mile tour of American cars 
through Europe next Summer. When 
the plan was first proposed, about six 
weeks ago, the magnitude of the scheme 
and its expense seemed to offer almost 
insurmountable barriers. The idea orig- 
inated from the fact that an increasing 
number of tourists were going to Europe 


every year, taking their American ma- 
chines with them. 

The plan has received the sanction of 
William K. Vanderbilt Jr., and he, with 
a number of other prominent autolists, 
including Jefferson De Mont Thompson, 
chairman of.the American Automobile 
Association racing board; E. R. Thomas 
and M. J. Rothschild, have contributed 
toward a $3000 gold cup to be awarded 
to the winner according to a system of 
points. 

The competitive side of the tour, while 
interesting, does not, however, appeal so 
strongly to the fortign manufacturers as 
the influence which the trip ts likely to 
exert in demonstrating the serviceability 
of American machines when brought fn- 
to sharp contrast to the foreign makes. 
Many American manufacturers have 
been looking forward to Europe within 
the past year or two as a favorable field 
for: the introduction of their cars. A 
few American vehicles are now sold 
there, but up to the present the number 
has not been large, owing chiefly to the 
great demand in-this country. 

It looks as though the real practical 
test was about to come, but it will de- 
pend largely upon the number and vari- 
ety of cars that actually enter and pay 
the $1000 entry fee per passenger. his 
fee, however, covers all perosnal ex- 
penses, including steamship transporta- 
tion, hotel accommodations and other 
traveling incidentals. About sixty days 
will be spent upon the tour. The cars 
will leave New York for Havre on one 
of the French Line freight boats early 
in- May, and a meeting of all the cup 
contestants and passengers has been 
called for May 30 at the rooms.of the 
New York Motor Club. 

Information reached New York last 
week that instead of waiting for Amer!t.- 
can manufacturers to establish their 
own agencies abroad, several prominent 
Parisian auto dealers have opened ne- 
gotiations to act for American cars. One 
of these is the French agent for the 
German Mercédes cars in Paris, and if 
would be no surprise to see one or twe 
American cars added to his list in the 
near future.
